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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I (claims 1 - 4) in the reply filed on 
06/13/2006 is acknowledged. 

Claims 5-7 were withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected group, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 06/13/2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1 - 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Sugimori Shinichi et al. (JP 2192826) in view of Miura Yasushi et al. (JP 2002- 
316226). Shinichi et al. disclose the applicant's claims except for applying the 
method for pressed optical element/ converging mirror. 
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With respect to claim 1 : 

Shinichi et al. (Abstract, Figs. 1 - 6) discloses: A drawing method for forming a 
work part by pressing a metal plate (P) fitted in a fixed die (3) with a movable die (4), 
wherein the metal plate (P) is pressed so as to have a compressed border portion (9) 
between a non-pressed portion and a reflective curved surface pressed portion (A & 
B). 

While patent drawings are not drawn to scale, relationships clearly shown in the 
drawings of a reference patent cannot be disregarded in determining the patentability 
of claims. See In re Mraz . 59 CCPA 866, 455 F.2d 1069, 173 USPQ 25 (1972). 

With respect to claim 2: 

Shinichi et al. (Abstract, Figs. 1 - 6) further discloses: wherein the reflective curved 
surface (A & B) is an aspherical surface. 

With respect to claim 3: 

Shinichi et al. (Abstract, Figs. 1 - 6) further discloses: wherein the metal plate (P) is 
an aluminum alloy plate. 

With respect to claim 4: 

Shinichi et al. (Abstract, Figs. 1 - 6) further discloses: wherein the border portion (9) 
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of the metal plate (P) is compressed to have a thickness which is at least 70% of a 
thickness of the metal plate (P) before drawing. 

Yasushi et al. teach: A drawing method for a pressed metallic plate to form a 
pressed optical element/converging mirror. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to apply the method as disclosed by Shinichi, et al. by the teaching of 
Yasushi to form a pressed optical element/converging mirror in order to utilize a 
pressed plate for universal usage and as such modification is no more than the use 
of a well known expedient within the art.
